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Commodity  suTnmaiy 

April  1  stocks  of  red  meats  totaled  597  million  pounds,  I|.6  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier  but  9  percent  under  the  195ib--58  average,  according  to  reports  received  by 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board,    The  net  gain  in  red  meat  holdings  during  March  of  l5  mil- 
lion pounds  stands  in  contrast  to  an  8  million  pound  reduction  during  March  1958  and 
the  average  March  reduction  of  9  million  pounds^    The  in-movement  of  frozen  pork, 
primarily  28  million  pounds  of  pork  bellies,  more  than  offset  stock  reductions  of 
the  other  meat  items.    Warehouse  holdings  of  poultry  were  do\m  to  2i;9  million  pounds 
by  April  1,  a  reduction  of  hh  million  from  a  month  earlier.    These  stocks  were  23 
percent  larger  than  average  and  l6  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier^    The  March 
withdrawal  was  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  22  percent  greater  than  average, 
Turkey  stocks,  at  112  million  pounds,  compare  with  131  million  this  date  last  year 
and  lOU  million,  the  average  for  April  lo    Refrigerated  stocks  of  butter  totaled 
63  million  pounds  and  American  cheese,  225  million  pounds.    Both  were  below  average 
and  the  stocks  of  a  year  earlier.    Shell  egg  stocks  increased  seasonally  during 
March  by  14.2,000  cases  to  bring  the  supply  to  914-^000  cases.    This  was  the  lowest  on 
record  for  the  date  except  for  the  79^000  cases  on  April  1,  1958,    Frozen  fruit 
holdings  dropped  I46  million  pounds  during  March  to  358  million  by  April  1.  The 
seasonal  reduction  was  greater  than  average  and  a  year  earlier  but  stocks  were 
still  17  percent  larger  than  average  for  the  date  and  1  percent  under  the  holdings 
of  a  year  earlier.    Orange  concentrate  stocks  showed  little  change  from  a  month 
earlier,    April  1  stocks  totaled  27  million  gallons,  about  1  million  under  the 
previous  month  and  Ii.  million  less  than  last  year.

General  commodity  movement 

The  change  in  weight  of  cooler  held  products  was  downward  during  March  and  by 
April  1,  stocks  totaled  1,8  billion  pounds.    Fresh  fruits  particularly,  were 
reduced  in  supply.    Only  holdings  of  dried  and  evaporated  fruits,  shelled  nuts, 
eggs,  and  some  meats  increased  during  the  month.    Freezer  storage  stocks  declined 
seasonally,  too.    Although  stock  gains  were  reported  for  cream,  eggs,  juices,  and 
pork,  the  reductions  of  other  frozen  stored  products  more  than  offset  these  in- 
creases to  bring  April  1  stocks  down  to  2,6  billion  pounds. 

Storage  occupancy

occupancy,  up  5  points,  showed  the  largest  cooler  increase.    Freezer  occupancy^ 
at  63  percent  on  April  1,  declined  2  percentage  points  daring  March,    This  time 
last  year,  58  percent  of  the  freezer  space  was  occupied.    Normally,  66  percent  of 
the  freezer  space  is  utilized  on  April  1,    Except  in  the  West  North  Central  and 
East  South  Central,  where  occupancy  remained  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier,  utili- 
zation of  freezer  space  declined  in  all  regions.    Based  on  historical  perfonnance, 
the  utilization  of  cooler  space  should  increase  during  April  but  freezer  space  use 
should  continue  to  decline.
